Washington, January 8.—Lives @f 
American troops were needjessly 
4 sacrificed on armistice mornifig_be- 
cause the American high- commdia@id 
at Chaumont did not specifically 
revoke previously issued orders to 
attack, Brigadier General John H. 
Sherburne, a national guard offi- 
cer of Boston, who command the 
artillery of the twenty-sixth (New 
England) division and later the ar- 
tillery birgade of hte ninety-sec 
ond (negro) division, told a house 
subcommittee. General Sherburne 
strongly condemned the methods of 
what he referred to as the “gen- 
eral staff gang” at Chaumont, crit- 
icising particularly a “dominating 
triumvirate.” . 

Corps, division and brigade com- 
manders stood in such “piteous 
fear” of the Chaumont staff that 
they, did not dare, in most cases, 
to revoke on their own authority 
the order to attack on November 11, 
even though they knew to a moral 
certainty that an armistice had 
been signed. 

Order to Attack Stood. 

“The order to attack stood,” said 
General Sherburne, “and the only 
other order that came through rela-

Governor Cornwell brought a 
laugh at the outset of his address 
by remarking: 

“IT have no desire, in the regret- 
table absence of our president, to 
sound a keynote or seize a party 
organization and I hope this will re- 
lieve some of the other democrats 
here tonight.”

Novel of Ex-Slave 


Hon. T. E. Massengale, 
Author of Bill Creating 
Confederate Soldiers’ 
Home, Wants Story of 
“Ten-Cent Bill” Writ- 


ten. 


Suggesting that some gifted 
southern author could attain im- 
mortal fame and popularity by 
writing a novel based on the loyalty, 
courage and generosity of an old 
negro slave, The Constitwtion is in 
receipt of a letter from Hon. Ta 


Massengale, of Norwood, Ga., who, 
while a state senator in 1899, suc- 
cessfully introduced a bill for the es- 
tablishment of the Confederated 
Home, and as a member of the gen- 
eral assembly, realized the addition 


'of a hospital to the home in 1912. 


The letter discourses on the loy- 
alty and affection of an old slave, 
who has endeared himself to the 
hearts of many Georgians for his 
magnanimity. Z 

Old Bill Yopp, a friend of the old 
confederacy, best known under the 
caption ef “Ten Cent Bill,”’ was the 
slave of Captain Yopp’ in the ante- 
bellum days. When the civil war 
broke out, Bill was present with 
his master during the dismal, dis- 
tressing interval of ‘64-65, both in 
person and spirit, until the confed- 
erate flag was unfurled with gloom 
upon the surrender of General Lee 
at Appomattox. 

With the disbanding of the con- 
federate armies, the bravest Pallad- 
ins that ever graced a battlefield, 
he returned home to face the era of 
peace. Captain Yopp, with his es- 
cutcheon unstained, his honor un- 
tarnished, came back to his native 
state and with him Bill, who re- 
mains true and loyal to his master 
after the ravages of times and the 
vicissitudes of lifa have convoyed 
him to the Confederated home.

FOR WOUNDED HEROES 


Believed to Be Most Prac- 
ticable and Feasible Meth- 
od of Instruction. _— 


Dr. C. G. Schulz, district vocations 
al officer, fifth,district of the fed- 


eral board for vocational education, 
returned to the Atlanta office yes- 
terday after spending three days 
in conference with the chief of the 
rehabilitation division in Washing- 
ton. Nine of the fourteen federal 
board districts were represented at 
the conference, which was called 
for the purpose of discussing poli- 
cies for the ensuing year. The con- 
ference was addressed by Chief Uel 
W. Lamkin and by the field 6rgan- 
izers, R. T. Fisher and W. F. Shaw. 
The district vocational officers were 
several times in conference with 
the standing committee of the 
federal board. 

It was the consensus of opinion 
after considerable experience in the 
rehabilitation of disabled soldiers, 
Sailors and marines that placement 
training or training on the job is 
the most practical and _ feasible 
method of instruction, and, accord- 
ingly, greater stregs will be laid on 
placemfent training in the future. 
Tt has been found that even after 
pursuing a course in an educational 
institution the average man needs 
further practical training in a job 
or in business before he is fitted 
to take a position in civilian em- 
ployment. 

Experience has also demonstrated 
that comparatively few men should 
be offered training in’ commercial 
and business courses, as the oppor- 
tunities for employment in clerical 
and other-office work are few. while 
remuneration is unusually small. 
Training in agricultural and me- 
chanical lines will be given prefer- 
ence.

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IN PAY OF TEACHERS 


New York, January 8.—Material 
increases in teachers’ salaries were 


urged in a program formu- 
lated by public education officials 
from nine eastern states as a means 
of relieving a critical shortage of 
teachers which has closed hundreds 
cf public schools and threatens to 
close more. 

“The public schools of the natior. 
are facing a critical situation,” says 
the program. “In the states of the 
Atlantic seaboard hundreds of 
schools are closed because teachers 
are not available for them. 

“There are being employed as 
teachers larce numbers of persons 
who .do not possess the qualifica- 
tiona that have hitherto been re- 
quired. A loss of ‘students in the 
state norma! schools amounting to 
25, 30 and, tn some states, 50 per 
cent indicates that young persons 


‘are tnurnine their attention to other 


occupations than teaching. Com- 
mercial and industrial opportunities 
are not only atiracting teachers 
from the schools, but they are 
drawing awry from supervisory po- 
sitions in education those upon 
whom reliance for leadership should 
be placed. 

“Education, as the chief concern 
of the people, related closely to 
their every social, civic and indus- 
trial enterprise, must have at once 


to the end that the compensation of 
teachers be established on such ‘a 
lane as will attract into and- hold 
n all schools, rural, village ard 
city, competent instructors of youth; 
that @ high standard ef qualifica- 
tion in the schools be assured; that 
there be suitable encouragement to 
young men and women to enter 
upon the work of teaching; that 
power, initiative and skill be re- 
tained in supervisory positions. ‘ 

“The preening problems of the 
present time, the settlement of the 
new issues of the immediate future 
demand from the people that public 
education be not permitted to suf- 
fer any lapse. It is a paramount 
duty of the local communities, of 
the state and of the nation, each in 
its appropriate way, to prepare 
forthwith to meet the necessities of 
a most urgent situation.”

The year has been characterized 
by a complete chnage in the plan 
of rating teachers and the”“adoption 
of a new salary schedule providing 
for an average salary increase of 
15 per cent, with the maximum in- 
crease of any salary. fixed at twen- 
ty dollars per month. It: is desir- 
able that this limit be removed and 
the full sehedule be put into ef- 
fect from January first, if possible. 

This being the end of the five- 
year period as fixed by the Yeo- 
mans. law, changes were made in 
those text-books that were mani- 
festly unsatisfactory. 

There are being conducted five 
special classes’-for the mentally de- 
fective children, four classes for 
ungraded children, one for’ the 
deaf, and a probationary class for 
special pupils is being § organized 
to meet demands of the compulsory 
attendance law. 

The Smith-Hughes classes for in- 
dustrial work have been properly 
supervised by Mr. Clift. The fed- 
eral government, through the state 
department :of education, pays for 
half the cost of maintaining these 
classes. 

By action of the board, eight 
Classes for adult illiterates were 
authorized. These classes ‘have bee 
held two nights per week in dit- 
ferent parts of the eity. 

The new compulsory attendance 
law effective January first brings 
about a situation with which the 
city is unprepared to cope. With 
all but six of the grammar schools 
crowded and double sessions in all 
of the negro schools but one, it will 
be impossible to seat all the chil- 
dren in the city between the ages 
of eight and fourteen. Double ses- 
sions ey be resorted to in the 
white schools, but even this -ex- 
pedient can not be used further in 
the negro schools. 

In the military department there 
are enrolled 1,203 boys. 

The work of the repair depart- 
ment has not been entirely satis- 
factory through no fault, however, 
of the management. On very cold 
days, it is usually necessary to 
dismiss a number of classes because 
of lack of heat.

The assistant sperintendent, who 
has also discharged the duties of 
business manager, and the  ele- 
mentary supervisor have rendered 
valuable service in the heavy work 
that has been assigned them. The 
chief clerk, bookkeeper, and clerks 
in the office have been very ef- 
ficient and untiring in their labors. 

It is impossible for one grammar 
school supervisor to cover the 
work of six grades satisfactorily. 

The meetings of the lady board 
are being held monthly. They are 
rendering the schools a valuable 
service. 

I desire to commend our teachers 
and principals who have shown 
unswerving loyalty to the system 
during a time when they have 
barely been able to live on their 
salaries and to hepe that imme- 
diate provision will be made by the 
present city council to grant the 
salary increases that ‘have been 
asked for. 

The present board of education, 
the first tao be elected by the peo- 
deserves. the confidence and 
support of the entire cit¥. 

On account of lack of 
printed reports of § the 
public schools are made 
irregular intervals. The last one 
was issued in 1912. I therefore 
recommend that a printed report 
be made for distribution during 
the year 1920. 

As Atlanta ts greativ in need of

IN STEEL INDUSTRY 


National Committee For- 
mally Calls Off the 
Fight That at Beginning 
Involved 367,000 Men. 


Pittsburg, January 8.—The strike 
in the steel mills and furnaces, 
called September 22, and which at 
its inception involved 367,000 men, 
was officially called off here tonight 
by the national committee after an 
all-day meeting, 

Announcement that the national 
committee had decided to proceed no 
further was contained in a telegram 
sent to the headquarters of the 
American Fedgeration of Labor in 
Washington, to the heads of all in- 
ternational unions interested and to 
the organizers and field men in all 
strike districts. 

“The steel] corporation,” the tele- 
gram said, “with the active assist- 
ance of the press, the courts, the 
federal troops, state police and 
many ‘public officials, have denied 
steel workers their rights @f free 
speech, free assemblage and the 
right to organize, and, by this arbi- 
trary and ruthless misuse of power, 
have. brought about a condition 
which has compelled the national 
committee for organizing iron anda 
steel workers to vote today that the 
active phase of the steel campaign 
is now at an end.

“They deny that it is vice to make a 
charge which is recognized as legitimate by 
the responsible heads of the federal reserve 
system. They deny that it is a virtuous

POOR SEWAGE PLANTS 


JEOPARDIZE HEALTH 


Statement Is Issued by. At- 
lanta Association of Civil 


Engineers. 


The heatlh of Atlanta and that 
of other surrounding cities is be- 
ing jeopardized by the. inadequacy 
of its present sewage disposal 


plants and much of the sewage 
system, according to the opinion 
expressed by Members of the Atlan- 
ta Association of Members of the 
American Society of Civil Engineers 
at a luncheon held recently. guests 
at which were H. L. Collier, city 
chief of -onstruction: ‘larry Good- 
hart, chairman of the seweage com- 
mittee, and Mayor Key. 

as the engineers 
declare it exists, is expressed in 
the fpllowing statement from the 
officers of the organization upon 


the outcome of the recent meeting: 

“It was brought to the attention 
of the officials present and others 
that Atlanta’s sewage disposal 
plants when constructed rep- 
resented the acme of sewage dis- 
posal. These plants have been vis- 
ited by many experienced engineers 
from all parts of the country and 
Europe because of their unique 
methods of construction and opera- 
tion and when completed represent- 
ed an expenditure of approximately 
$750,000. Due to the lack of funds 
necessary to maintain them, labor 
troubles, etc., the plants have grad- 
ually been going from bad to worse 
until they have almost ceased to 
function. 

Extent Is Unknown, 
“As a result no one knows to what 


extent the city of Atlanta is jeop- 
ardizing not only the health of its 
own community, but that of many 
other surrounding towns through 
which the stream carrying Atlan- 
ta’s sewage passes. 

“Not only is the question of the 
disposal rlants of vital improtance, 
but also that of several of the city’s 
largest sewer outfall lines which 
run through part of the best resi- 
dential sections of the city. They 
have becor’e stopped up in places 
broken in others, and are gener- 
ally in poor repair. This situation 
cannot be remedied too quickly if 


the heaith of the community is val- 
ued. The conditions’ surrounding 
some of these sewer lines is ap- 
palling and no matter what the cost 
this condition should be remedied 
immediately if Atlanta is going’ to 
stand for the things she represents 
and build for the future. 

“The, purpose of the Atlanta As- 
sociation of Members of the Amer- 
ican Society of Civil Engineers, in 
outlining these conditions to the 
magor and others who are vitally 
interested in the welfare of the 
city was primarily to lay before 
the principal executive of our city 
the conditions cs they exist, and 
secondly, to co-operate with the 
city’s construction department to 
bring about a betterment of these 
conditions. 

Expresses Appreciation. 

“Mayor Key expressed his appre- 


ciation of the fact that the local 
society of civil engineers has taken 
such an interest in the matter, stat- 
ing that the conditions as outlined 
to him broadened his insight into 
a subject upon which. heretofore he 
had had only limited knowledge, and 
that the appropriation necessar: to 
carry on the work of putting the 
disposal plant in proper condition 
and the outfall lines in working 
order would be secured at all costs.”

Wise marketing consists in plan- 
ning menus in advance. Menus that 
are planned at a minute’s notice 
are apt to be expensive. Don't over- 
estimate—this spells waste. Watch 
the waste. 

There are three pertinent facts 
about marketing—food that will 
provide sufficient nutriment, food 
that will provide variety, and food 
that will be reasonably priced. This 
will satisfy the family, if it is 
properly prepared and well served. 
Keep these facts in mind. In a 
large measure the actual cost of 
our daily maintenance is affected 
by our skill or carelessness or the 
haphazard methods of buying; this 
boosts the prices—so’ don’t forget 
miners are six selective rules for 
economical marketing: 

First. Watch the rood advertise- 
ments and market quotations. 

Second. Personally visit the mar- 


kets and make yourown selections, 
thereby insuring better values. 


Third. Limit the use of eggs and 
butter during the present high 
| prices, 

b‘ourth. 
seasonable. 

Fifth. Keep this fact clearly in 
mind—that a housewife can throw 
out more with a teaspoon than a 
man can bring in with a shovel. 

Sixth. Haste makes waste, 
take time to do things correctly. 

Make the meal time a time of 
cheer and do not discuss worries 
or troubles or complain about the 
children. Foods that are eaten. un- 
der conditions of worry and trouble 
turn to poison in the system. 

To buy potatoes in small meas- 
ure is wasteful. If there are no 
storage facilities that will permit 
the caring for several bushels for 
the winter, then buy  one-half- 
bushel baskets at a time. This will 
mean a saving of at least 25 cents 
on each basket.

The committee room roared with 
applause when he concluded, by say- 
ing that “for those of us who have 
disagreed about a _ recent public 
question, Chicago can take care vf 
both drys and wets.” 


San Francisco’s Bid. 


Isadore B. Dockweiler, of Califor- 
nia, nomimating San Francisco, out- 
bid Chicago’s offer with a profier 
of a guaranteed sum of $125,v00 for 
expenses, the free use of the munic- 
ipal auditorium seating from 15,000 
to 18,000, and of additional funds 
for entertainment purposes.

Cincinnati, Ohio, Januay 8.—Au- 
gust Herrmann, chairman of the Na- 
tional Baseball commissin, recom- 
mended that no chairman to succeed 
him should be elected at the present 
annual meeting of the commission 


held here today. 

Herrmann made his recommenda- 
tion in his annual report, which he 
read at the meeting. 

Referring to the fact that a year 
ago he advised deferring election of 
a chairman until the club owners 
were agreed on the question of a 
one-man commission or a three- 
member board, as at present, Herr- 
mann said: “Understanding that 
no definite conclusions with respect 
to this matter have been reached 
either by the two leagues or the 
committee representing them, it 
must be apparent that there should 
not -be any election of officers at 
this. time, I believe the question 
should be taken up by the commit- 
tees already appointed for this pur- 
pose, the two leagues as well as 
yourselves, for adjustment at the 
earliest possible period, 

“In the meantime if my colleagues 
are of the opinion the commission 
should operate temporarily without 
a chairnran I wil] be glad to tender 
my resignation immediately.” 

Herrmann in his report advised 
that no action be taken at this time 
towards entering into a new agree- 
ment with the minor leagues. 

The championship season in the 
American league will open on 
Wednesday, April 14, the date al- 
ready chosen by the National 
league. The old schedule of 154 
games will be played in each 
league, the season closing on .Sun- 
day, October 3. This was announced 
by President Johnson before he, 
with President Heydler, left Cincin- 
nati tonight for Chicago. On Sat- 
urday the two officials will leave 
cometner for Louisiana, where they 
will combine the duties of sched- 
ule making with the pleasure of 
bear hunting.

Golfing Requires 
More Real Nerves 
Than GridContest 


Philadelphia Director of 
Athletics Makes As- 
tounding Statement in 
Comparison of Outdoor 
Games Played by Amer- 
icans. 


“Golf requires more nerve than 
feotball,” 

That's the astounding starement 
made by Earl B. Morgan, well- 
known director of athletics in Phil- 
adelphia, Morgan made the state- 
ment several days ago at a ban- 
quet of athletic directors in the in- 
dustrial field in the Quaker City. 
Morgan was formerly a football 
player on the University of Mis- 
souri tefm, and is now a coming 
golfer in Philadelphia, 

“Il knew very few wil] agrée with 
With me,” said Morgan, “but I Have 
played both games, and I tell you 
football is mild compared with golf 
in a trying situation. The football 
player is goaded on by the cheers 


of the crowd, while the golfer about 
to tackle a putt of a few feet muat 
battle his nerye—and that is some 
battle.’’, 

Morgan went deeply into his sub- 
ject. He declared he did not want 
to be quoted as saying’ a footbali 
Player lacked nerve, because such a 
statement would net be within the 
facts. But he called attention to 
the fact that the spirit of daring; 
the desire for adulation that grips 
a football player when the crowd 
cheers, routs the very nervousness 
that seems to enthrall a golfer be- 
fore an important shot. 

At the conclusion of his talk 
Morgan permitted an open discus- 
sion of the subject of his address. 
For nearly an hour he replied to ail 
questions fired at him, and while 
some of his replies were indeed 
vague, his ponsen remained un- 
shaken at a ICuERm ORE, 

The Philadelphian has made a 
great study of nerves as applied to 
contest. e explains that nervous 
force or nervous impulse gets no 
opportunity to work in @ game like 
football where a player has but an 
instant of time between the caliing 
of his signal, and the receiving of 
the ball and the start of the run, 
while in a game such as golf the 
Player is forced to battle with this 
nervous impulse from the- start to 
the finish of the game, 

Morgan says the nerves do not 
enter into rapid execution of play 
such as a baseball player catchin 
a line driver that is upon him in a 
instant, because suc action  be- 
comes automatic and the ball is 
caught largely through self-defens3e. 
Mr. Morgan has been invited to re- 
peat his talk before a meeting of 
nerve specialists in the near future, 
at which time the problem--will be 
discussed from a purely scientific 
standpoint.

In Prime Than Jack 


Spink Says Old-Timer at 
Age of 24 Could Have 
Whipped Any Man Be- 

‘fore or Since. 


Very often ] am asked: “Da you 
think Jack Dempsey is as good a 


man as was John L. Sullivan when 
he was at his best?’ 

Nearly all who ask me this ques- 
tion.expect me to reply in the nega- 
tive, for due to his poor showing 
when he lost the championship to 
Jim Corbett, many belleve that Sul- 
livan was always over-rated and 
that he never compared with the 
great fighters of the past three 
decades. 

As a matter of fact, these experts 
of today never saw Sullivan. when 
he was at his best, and when he 
could have whipped'any fighter thar 
ever lived. I mean the fighters who 
have come since the day Sullivan 
won the championship from. Paddy 
Ryan and including the present 
champion, 

Nearly all the writers who tell 
you now that Sullivan was never in 
the Jeffries- down-to - the - Dempsey 
class never saw the Boston boy in 
a real battle. Not one of these 
writers, as far as my knowledge 
goes, ever saw Sullivan when he 
was at the heyday of his power and 
when, to my mind, he could have 
whipped any man that ever lived 
before or after. 

I base my claim on the view I 
had of him when he won the cham-

| BONDED WHISKY 
GREAT PROBLEM 
FOR GOVERNMENT 


@ Cincinnati, January 8.—George F. 
Deiterle, Cincinnati distiller, has 
been authorized to appoint a com- 
mittee to go to Washington and dis- 
cuss with the federal officials thé 
problem of disposing of the bonded 
whisky in the United States. This 
was announced at the close of a 
meeting of one hundred distillers 
from all sections of the country here 
today. Mr. Deiterle presided at the 
conference. 

Of the total of sixty million gal- 
lons of bonded whisky in the 
United States, thirty-five million 
gallons: are in warehouses of Ken- 
tucky. 

No way of disposing of this im- 
mense quantity of liquor, valued at 
hundreds of millions of dollars, has 
been provided by congress, except 
by exportation, and even that will 
be prohibited after January 16 when 
the federal dry amendment goes 
into effect. :

Only one attempt at ve- 
hicle sfealing has been reported .to 
the Atlanta police during the last 
forty-eight” hours.

With the announcement from Chat- 
tanooga Wednesday night that fed- 
eral aid had been invoked in meting 
out punishment to persons found 
guilty of ¢riving stolen machines 
beyond state boundary lines it is be- 
lieved in local police circles that au- 
tomobile thieves are realizing that 
the game is too risky. 

This feature, together with the 
combined efforts of the police in 
practically every city of the south 
to crush out the evil, will keep the 
number of stolen automobiles during 
the ensuing year much lower than 
the record established during 1919.
